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WAR NOTICES 
Present Shortage of Resident House Officers 


There is a shortage of medical practitioners for resident 
house posts in voluntary and municipal hospitals. Any 
practitioner, man or woman, not being registered under 
the National Service (Armed Forces) Act and not likely 
to register under this Act within the next few months, 
who is available for house appointments now or in the 
near future, should intimate this fact to the Secretary of 
the Central Medical War Committee without delay. 


Some Important Definitions 


The following terms are now used by the Central 
Medical War Committee and at their request by hospitals 
in describing resident hospital posts: 


(1) An R practitioner is a practitioner who has registered 
under the National Service (Armed Forces) Act, 1939. 

(2) A posts are those whole-time resident house appoint- 
ments at voluntary and municipal hospitals which are or 
can be occupied by practitioners without previous ex- 
perience. 

(3) B posts are those whole-time house or hospital posts, 
usually but not always resident, which cannot be occupied 
by practitioners without previous experience—that is, senior 
house-surgeons and physicians, casualty officers, resident 

_ surgical and medical officers, registrars and other officers 
intermediate between the junior house officer and the mem- 
ber of the staff, or in the case of the municipal hospital, 
intermediate between the junior house officer, if any, and 
the medical superintendent. 


B posts are subdivided into two groups: 

(a) B1 posts are those B~ posts which are within the 
hospital’s senior establishment. At the voluntary hospital 
the typical posts are those of resident surgical officer, 
resident medical officer, registrar, and chief assistant. At 
the municipal hospital the senior establishment comprises 
those B appointments with a tenure of more than one year, 
and carrying with them a salary of £350 a year with emolu- 
ments, or more. 

(b) B2 posts are those B posts not within the senior 
establishment—that is, those B posts not included under B1. 


' Voluntary and municipal authorities have been asked 
to make clear in all their advertisements whether the post 
advertised is an A, a B2, or a BI post.

PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
WEDNESDAY, JUNE 12, 1940 


A meeting of the Council of the Association was held 
at B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, London, on June 12. 
Mr. H. S. Souttar took the chair and there were also 
present :

Eccles, Dr. R. G. Gordon, Dr. F. Gray, Dr. E. A. Gregg, 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. L. Harnett, I.M.S. (ret.), Dr. L. W. Jones, 
Dr. E. W. Lewis, Dame Louise Mcllroy, Sir Ewen Maclean, Dr.

The deaths of several former members of Council were 
reported, and a special tribute was paid by Dr. Willoughby 
and Mr. Bishop Harman to the late Dr. W. Harvey Smith, 
who was President at the Annual Meeting held at Winnipeg 
in 1930. The Chairman also mentioned with particular regret 
the death of Dr. D. C. Watt of Southern Rhodesia, one of 
the strongest supporters of the Association in South Africa. 


A letter was read from the Earl of Athlone, chairman of 
the Joint Council of Midwifery, announcing that in view of 
the fact that he must shortly leave to take up his duties in 
Canada, and of the difficulties attendant upon research work 
during the period of the war, it had been decided to dissolve 
the Joint Council. The Research Committee, however, would 
remain in being to complete certain work. On the proposition 
of Sir Ewen Maclean, seconded by Dame Louise Mcllroy, 
it was agreed to send a letter to the Earl of Athlone expressing 
appreciation of the outstanding work he had done as chair- 
man of the Joint Council. 


It was agreed, on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, that in view of the present situation the Annual 
Representative Meeting summoned for July 19 and 20 be not 
held, that the President should continue th office until the 
next Annual Meeting, that the Chairman and Deputy Chair- 
man of the Representative Body should continue in office 
until the next Annual Representative Meeting, that the twenty- 
two members of Council already elected by the home Branches 
should come into office on July 19, and that the twelve elected 
by grouped representatives, the eight elected by representatives 
as a whole, and the members of standing committees should 
continue in office. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 


SUPPLEMENT THE 
BritisH MEDICAL JOURNAL 


In presenting the statement of accounts the Treasurer (Dr. 
J. W. Bone) said that the financial position of the Associa- 
tion was satisfactory. The subscription revenue for the first 
four months of the year showed an increase of £1,600, not- 
withstanding the reduction of the subscription to serving 
members. Dr. Gordon reported on the manner in which 
production difficulties in connexion with the Journal had 
been overcome, and Dr, Dain, who was temporarily in the 
chair, congratulated the Journal Board in the name of the 
Council on the ability it had shown in handling an unprece- 
dented situation. 


Ophthalmic Hospital Clinics 


At its meeting on April 10, 1940, the Council passed the 
following resolution: 

Resolved: That the Council of the Central London Ophthalmic 
Hospital be informed that the Council of the British Medical 
Association, after consideration of the report of the deputation 
which interviewed the hospital authorities on March 28 on the 
subject of the newly established suburban clinics, is of opinion 
that such action by a hospital authority is contrary to the public 
interest and to medical ethics and presents grave professional 
risks to the medical staffs of such clinics. The Council of the 
British Medical Association accordingly urges the council of 
the hospital to discontinue these clinics. 


This decision was conveyed to the hospital, and the corre- 
spondence which ensued was before the meeting Mr. Bishop 
Harman reiterated his objection to the establishment of these 
clinics and urged the Council to reaffirm its original resolution 
on this matter. This the Council did, at the same time 
agreeing that the staff of the hospital should be approached 
with a view to securing its co-operation in carrying out the 
decision of the Council. 


Medical Benefit for Dependants of Men in Armed Forces 


Dr. Gregg, chairman of the Insurance Acts Committee, said 
that representations had been made to the Service Departments 
in favour of a general medical practitioner service for de- 
pendants of men in the armed Forces whose total income fell 
within national health insurance limits. The Army Council, 
however, could not take the view that the allowances granted 
to the families of men serving in the Forces were generally 
inadequate, and pointed out that where, owing to exceptional 
circumstances, the normal allowances were insufficient to pre- 
vent hardship due to the man’s war service, they could be 
supplemented by the Ministry of Pensions. 

The Council decided that, notwithstanding this reply, the 
Ministers responsible for the three Service Departments should 
be pressed to receive a deputation from the Association to 
discuss the provision of medical benefit for the dependants 
of men in the armed Forces. The deputation which was 
appointed will consist of the Chairman of Council, of the 
Representative Body, and of the Insurance Acts Committee, 
and Dr. J. B. Miller as representing Scotland. 


General Practice Matters 


Dr. H. W. Pooler, in presenting the report of the General 
Practice Executive Committee, said that the Council had 
already authorized discussions with the Ministry of Health on 
the proposal that no permanent appointment to the public 
health medical service should be made during the war. His 
committee was of opinion that this principle should be 
applied to all public medical appointments, such as those of 
prison surgeon, police surgeon, and factory surgeon. A reso- 
lution that, in the opinion of the Council, no permanent 
public medical appointment should be made during the war 
was agreed to. 


The Industrial Medical Officers Subcommittee has been 
urging that the Association’s work in preparing a report on 
first-aid in industry should be continued by the preparation 
of a manual on supplementary first-aid training and a publi- 
cation on the treatment of industrial poisoning; but the 
General Practice Executive Committee, after considering all 
the aspects of the matter, decided that in the circumstances 
the undertaking of this work was not essential or urgent at 
the present time. 


Dr. Wand now suggested that this was a matter on which 
a certain amount of decentralization might be permitted. If 
the problems relating to first-aid in industry could not be 
solved through the usual machinery of the Association the 
committee might delegate its work to a small subcommittee, 
perhaps meeting in Birmingham, which would report to the 
parent committee and the Council. He pointed out the im- 
portance of the subject in view of the fact that every year 
half a million injuries came to compensation and of the 
increasing amount of unskilled factory labour and of industrial 
fatigue. Sir Beckwith Whitehouse considered that any move 
of this nature might be deferred until the Red Cross and 
St. John organization in Birmingham, which had been working 
on a branch of the subject, had reported. 

A proposal that the subcommittee be set up and work in 
Birmingham was negatived. 


Negotiations have been proceeding with the Ministry of 
Health with the object of securing official recognition of 
named and paid deputies to the medical officers in charge 
of first-aid posts in vulnerable areas. The Association has 
maintained that the efficiency of the post and the safety of the 
public demand the specific appointment of a named _ prac- 


titioner fully acquainted with the work and personnel and — 


competent to take charge in the absence of the medical officer, 
It was agreed that occasion be taken to discuss further with 
the Ministry the suggestion that the remuneration payable in 
respect of each post should be somewhat increased in order 
that an adequate fee for the deputy might be available. 


Other Association Business 


Dr. Matthews reported on the matter of the subscription of 
members of the Medical Association of South Africa (British 
Medical Association) stating that it was proposed to inform 
South Africa that the existing financial arrangements between 
members in that country and the home Association should be 
maintained during the period of the war, after which further 
consideration would be given to the whole question. 


The publication of the popular booklet The Doctors tell 
you what to Eat in Wartime, prepared on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Wartime Problems of Nutrition, and issued this 
week by the British Medical Association at threepence, 
was reported, and copies were distributed to the Council. 
Professor Picken said that this was an admirable piece of 
work, containing much sound matter in simple idiomatic Eng- 
lish, and the clever humorous. sketches added to its value. 


Dr. Gordon brought forward the report of the Mental 
He said that it was two years since this. 


Health Committee. 
committee was appointed, and the draft report was prepared 
before the war; it seemed a pity, therefore, not to consider 
the draft and complete the work, and this had been done. 


The Council approved the report and gave permission for its ; 


publication as an Association “ grey book.” Dr. Gordon also 
pointed out that when the time came, which would be imme- 
diately after the war, for the reconstitution of the social 
services, it would be important to implement the conclusions 
and recommendations of the report. When the time was 
more opportune the Council might consider the appointment 
of some watching committee for this purpose. The Chairman 
of Council, Professor Picken, and Dr. Matthews spoke in 
commendation of the report. 


The sitting of the Council occupied three and a half hours. 


Local authorities are empowered by the Ministry of Health 
to pay to householders an additional 5s. per week for each 
unaccompanied child whom they nurse through a minor illness. 
Payment will only be made if the child is confined to the 
billet by the illiess, and any householder who is willing to 
undertake the nursing care should obtain from his doctor at 
the date when he is called in, and weekly thereafter so long 
as need arises, a certificate stating the nature of the illness, 
that the conditions in the billet are suitable, and that for 
medical reasons a material increase in the amount of care ané 
attention or in the cost of maintenance is necessary.

| am at a loss to understand why members of the medical 
profession should expect to be admitted to the Services on 
more favourable terms than those offered to men of other 
professions joining combatant units, or why a medical specialist 
should by reason of his specialty be granted or expect senior 
rank. A brilliant surgeon is not necessarily a good command- 
ing officer, nor need a good C.O. be a brilliant specialist. In 
the interests of the community, the Service, and the profession 
it is important only that the specialist is employed whenever 
possible in his specialty.

(3) that the methods of such bodies come strictly within the 
definition of the word “ infiltration.” 

Dr. Gardner is of course entitled to his belief that the 
Oxford Group is entirely disinterested and courageous. It is, 
however, equally possible for others to believe that there is 
a clear distinction between courage and the sort of exhibition- 
ism which takes place at their meetings. It is open also to 
others to believe that some members of this organization use 
it in much the same way as Dick Swiveller used his attendance

Doctors as Clerks 


*, With reference to the letter published under this heading 
in the Supplement of June 15 (p. 97) a correspondent recalls 


‘that an article bearing on the subject appeared in the Journal 


of the Royal Army Medical Corps for April, 1930. The title 
was “Administrative Work in a General Hospital in War- 
time,” and the author was Mr. Frank S. Hill, late Staff-Sergeant, 
R.A.M.C.(T.). The following passage may be quoted: 


* Looking back over those strenuous years one recalls certain 
outstanding administrative features that might with advantage have 
been improved upon. For example, it would appear that, since the 
work of a registrar was similar to that of the secretary of a peace- 
time civilian hospiial, some arrangements might have been made 
whereby, before the outbreak of hostilities, secretaries and their 
assistant secretaries of large hospitals might have been invited to 
take up commissions in the R.A.M.C. to act as registrars. The 
inevitabie shortage of medical men in the Army would, to a small 
degree, have been minimized, and the temporary innovation would 
have been justified, since the value of one doctor more in the 
field is incalculable. From the practical working out of things 
it would seem that the fact that such a registrar was a layman 
would not seriously handicap his work, for even if the registrar 
be a medical man, professional etiquette precludes his interfering, 
clinically, to any appreciable extent with the patients or their 
diagnosis. Similariy, endeavours might have been made to recruit 
certain members of the clerical staffs of civilian hospitals (men) 
into the R.A.M.C.(T.), and women into the .B.R.C.S., with the object 
of detailing them for clerical work in the offices of registrars of 
general hospitals in wartime. It would also have been advantageous 
if both men and women clerks in the departments of medical officers 
of health could have been trained in peacetime for service in 
registrars’ and wardmasters’ offices.”

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


UNITED PROVINCES BRANCH 


At a clinical meeting of the United Provinces Branch, held at 
Lucknow on February 23, with Dr. B. B. BHATIA in the 
chair, the following cases were shown: By Dr. S. S. Misra, 
coarse tremors in the head and neck in a young man of 25, 
probably post-encephalitic syndrome: by Dr. M. A. HaAMeetp, 
mediastinal tumour; by Dr. B. N. Sinwa: (a) fractured 
patella with full movement above the knee-joint after 
excision of patella, (b) fractured patella in a young man 
of 30. and (c) dislocation of the wrist-joint; by Dr. 
CHOWDHURY, radiographs of a case of probably generalized 
myositis ossificans ; by Professor H. SAHAI, acute encephalitis 
lethargica in a young boy of about 15; by Dr. BHaTta, hypo- 
physeal cachexia.
